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room at 240, Oxford Street, when poets, artists, 
and musicians, friends of the master of the house, 
met in kindly, lively converse. The walls simply 
coloured of a delicate rose tint, and hung with a 
few choice water-colour drawings by Varley, 
Copley Fielding, Ha veil, and Cristall (who were 
also personally known to Vincent Novello) ; the 
floor covered with a plain grey drugget bordered 
by a tastefully-designed garland of vine-leaves, 
drawn and embroidered by Mrs. Novello ; towards 
the centre of the room a sofa-table strewed with 
books and prints ; and at one end, a fine-toned 
chamber-organ, on which the host preluded and 
played to his listening friends, when they would 
have him give them " such delights, and spare to 
interpose them oft" between the pauses of their 
animated conversation. Keats, with his pic- 
turesque bead, leaning against the instrument, 
one foot raised on his knee and smoothed beneath 
his hands ; Leigh Hunt, with his jet-black hair 
and expressive mouth ; Shelley, with his poet's 
eyes and brown curls ; Lamb, with his spare 
figure and earnest face ; all seen by the glow and 
warmth and brightness of candlelight, when the 
young musician and his friends assembled in that 
unostentatious informal fashion which gave zest 
to professional social intercourse at the then 
period.

— A vocal 
concert, consisting of glees, part-songs, and solos, was 
given by this society on the 12th of December, in their 
Hall, when the performance attracted a full audience. 
The choruses were sung very creditably. The solo 
singers were Messrs. Hudson, Mosley, Coats, Benbam, 
and Scotland. Mr. Hudson conducted. 

Camborne. — On Friday, the 13th ult., the members 
of the Choral Society gave an evening concert in the 
Institution Lecture Hall, which was crowded in every 
part.

Ecclesiological Society. — The Motett Choir of this 
Society will give their three public meetings during the 
season in the rooms of the Architectural Union, Conduit- 
street. The first meeting, which was fixed for the 17th 
of December, has been postponed on account of the death 
of Prince Albert, and now stands announced for the 11th 
of February. The two following meetings will take place 
in May and July. The object of this society, in its 
musical arrangements, is to revive a taste for the church 
music of ancient times, and to afford the public an oppor- 
tunity of hearing Latin and other compositions of the 
Catholic church which are not usually sung by other 
societies, and are not adapted to performance in the ser- 
vice of the Anglican Church. There is no doubt that this 
class of music ranks amongst the finest models for the use 
of Divine worship, and should therefore be heard by all 
true admirers of the beautiful in music. 

Exeter Hall. — The Sacred Harmonic Society, formed 
thirty years ago, and now one of the most important of 
its class in the world, commenced the season of 1861-62 
on Friday, Nov. 29th, with a fine performance of Mendels- 
sohn's Athalie, followed by Handel's Dettingen Te Deum. 
The solo performers in Athalie were Miss Louisa Pyne and 
Mrs. Baxter, and also Miss Mary Sabilla Serle, who made 
her first appearance in public. Her voice is rich , and of an 
excellent quality, and her singing is truly artistic. Having 
been a pupil of Madame Clara Novello and of Madame 
Persiani, there can be no doubt of her taking a high 
position in her profession. Mr. George Vandenhoff re- 
cited the drama of Racine, to which the music is set, 
with good judgment and fine elocution. The solo parts 
in the Te Deum were well sung by Mr. Winn. The 
choruses, under the direction of Mr. Costa, were admirably 
sung, and deserved the highest possible praise. The 
committee announce that during the season, Handel's 
oratorio Deborah, with additional accompaniments by Mr. 
Costa, unavoidably deferred last season, will be given, and 
they express hopes that opportunities may be found for 
introducing some other pieses not yet performed by the 
society, — of which, we may add, there exist too many. 
It is also announced that a series of great choral meetings 
of the London amateur division of the Handel Festival 
choirs (consisting of 1,600 performers) will be held. 
" These meetings will possess unusual interest this season 
— being preparatory to the Great Triennial Handel Fes- 
tival, to be held at the Crystal Palace in June next, and 
which, it is confidently anticipated, will be the most com- 
plete and efficient display of choral music which has ever 
been witnessed.'! The first of these meetings took place 
at Exeter Hall on Friday, the 6th of December, when the 
body of the hall as well as the platform or orchestra part 
was filled with choral performers, Mr. Costa being in the 
centre. Several of the choruses from Acis and Galatea 
were rehearsed, and the effect was stupendous, especially 



in the " Polyphemus " chorus ; also two choruses from 
Judas, " O Father," and " We never will bow down," and 
" Envy " from Saul, which created such a sensation at the 
Handel Festival, were tried. The " band " was represented 
by Mr. Brownsmith at the organ. 

Folkestone. — On Thursday, the 12th of December, the 
Choral Society gave their first concert of the season, when 
upwards of 80 members of the society took part. Mr. F. 
Clafton, of Hythe (who appears to have spared no pains 
to make his pupils perfect) conducted the glees, and 
part-songs, and accompanied the solos. The members 
were assisted by Miss Annie Cox. The songs, glees, and 
part-songs, were well selected, and also well sung. 

Greenwich. — An open rehearsal of the Musical Asso- 
ciation took place in the Lecture Hall of the Greenwich 
Institution, on the evening of December 19th. Selections 
from the music practised were given in good style, re- 
flecting credit on the superior training the choir had 
received from their conductor, Mr. Clarke. The pieces 
were accompanied on the pianoforte and several other 
instruments.

Pianoforte, Mr. Masters ; harmonium, Miss Williams. 

Ipswich. — On Wednesday, the 11th ult., the members 
of the Volunteer Choir of St. Lawrence gave a concert at 
the Lecture Hall, the object being to raise the money 
incurred in the formation of the choir; and the effort 
received considerable support. The performance was 

under the direction of Mr. Cooke, the organist. The 

concerts of the Ipswich Musical Union were resumed on 
Monday, the 9th ult. It is expected they will have a 
prosperous season. 

Kidderminster. — The Philharmonic Society gave a 
concert in the Music Hall, at the close of their autumn 
season, on the 10th ult., on which occasion Haydn's 
" Imperial or Third Mass," and selections from Handel's 
Judas Maccabceus, were performed to a numerous assembly, 
including the leading families of the town and neighbour- 
hood. The performance passed off with great steadiness 
and precision. Too much praise cannot be given to the 
conductor, Dr. Marshall, for the pains taken by him to 
bring such a performance before the public, not forgetting 
the accompaniments of Mr. W. Taylor, Mus. Bac, on the 
splendid organ. At the conclusion of the concert a col- 
lection was made at the doors for the benefit of the poor 
of Kidderminster, when above £32 were contributed for 
that purpose. 

Leybcrn. — On the 13th ult., an Amateur Vocal Concert, 
of a miscellaneous character, took place in the Town -hall, 
on behalf of the Mechanics' Institute, which was well 
attended. The sum of £21 was raised for the funds of 
the institution. 

Lincoln. — "Spring" and "Summer," from Haydn's 
Samson, were performed by the Choral Society at 
their first concert for this season. Mrs. Sunderland 
was engaged for the occasion, and she was well sup- 
ported by Mr. Christian and Mr. Barraclough. The 
chorus and band comprised nearly a hundred singers and 
instrumentalists, who acquitted themselves satisfactorily 
in the task allotted to them. Much credit is due to 
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Mr. Mason, the conductor, for the manner in which he 
overcame the difficulties of setting this music before the 
public. 

Newtown (Montgomeryshire). — On Christmas Day 
the annual musical meeting took place at the Wesleyan 
Chapel in this town. The programme consisted of selec- 
tions from Handel's Judas Maccabceus, Messiah, Haydn's 
Creation, <fcc. The harmonium was played by Miss 
Martindale, of Cheltenham. The principal singers were 
Miss Hughes, Miss Bickerton, Mr. Francis, Mr. Phillips, 
and Mr. Powell. Mr. Lloyd conductor. 

Organ Playing. — It is much to be regretted that in 
this great metropolis — so rich in many things, so poor in 
more — there can be maintained no organ of the first- 
class in a locality more suitable than a factory, and 
more accessible than a church, which might on certain 
days of the week be exhibited by the best players 
as a settled attraction of London. This, it may be 
recollected, the " Apollonicon " was for many years. — 
Athenasum.

The first 
part of the music was sacred , comprising selections from 
the oratorios ; and the second part secular. The whole 
was conducted by Mr. White. 

Peeston. — On the the 9th ult. a concert was given by 
the choir of the Parish Church, in the Institution, Aven- 
ham, with great success. The singers were Mrs. Livesey, 
Miss Craston, Mrs. Sergeant, Messrs. Grimes, Trotter, 
and Hilton. Mr. Greaves conducted, and accompanied 
the music, assisted by his son, Mr. G. P. Greaves.

The instrumental 
performances of the evening were played with spirit, by 
Miss Keeling and Mr. Gill on the pianoforte ; Mr. Cubby, 
flute ; Mr. Gill, violin ; and Mr. Baxter, violoncello. 
The songs and glees were sung by Miss Helena Rice and 
Messrs. Carledge, Ryder, Rogers, Elks, Wright, and 
Sherwin. Mr. G. Gill was the conductor, and Mr. Rice 
leader. 



OBiTUAKr. — In the death of Professor Smith, the musi- 
cal public of Ireland have sustained a loss which will bo 
long lamented, Possessing a fine robust tenor voice, with 
the traditional style of his father-in-law, Dr. Spray, his 
singing of several good old English songs could not be 
excelled. He was a sound musician, gifted by nature 
with a tunefulness which pervades most of his composi- 
tions in elegant phrases of melody. His compositions for 
the Church manifest a thorough knowledge of sacred 
part-singing. Many of his anthems are well known in 
every cathedral in Great Britain and Ireland. We may 
mention—" The Lord shall comfort Zion," and " Oh, 
clap your hands," while his »' Magnificat" and " Nunc 
dimittis," in B flat, are so replete with melody, choral 
pomp, and devotional feeling, that they may lie placed 
before most compositions of the same class in Irish cha- 
thedrals. Professor Smith has also shown similar talents 
in his oratorio, The Revelation, a work written on the 
same subject as Spohr's Last Judgment. Many of the 
numbers of this oratorio are remarkable for beauty. If 
the work had contained a few more choruses it would 
have become a stock piece in choral societies. Portions 
of this oratorio were performed at one of the Birmingham 
Festivals some quarter of a century ago. As a secular 
writer, Professor Smith took a high place among his co- 
temporaries, as the following well known pieces will 
attest :— the lovely trio, " O Beate Virgine ;" the quar- 
tett, "Love wakes and weeps j" "Be still, ye vaulted 
skies;" "Haste, my boy;" and many others, which 
gained the prizes in the glee clubs of both England and 
Ireland. Though born in England, we may say the 
Professor was almost an Irishman, as he settled in Dublin 
in his youth, and resided in that city and its vicinity, 
broken by short and very rare visits to England, until the 
hour of his death. John Smith was born at Cambridge 
in 1797. He was there educated as a singing boy in one 
of the chapel choirs. In 181 5 he became a member of 
Christ Church, Dublin, and shortly after a vicar of St. 
Patrick. In 1828 Trinity College conferred upon him 
the diploma of doctor, and a few years back he was ap- 
pointed professor of music at the University of Dublin. 

It is with regret that we announce the death of Mr. 

Tomlins Jones, R.A.M., which took place on the 17th 
ult. at Shrewsbury. In him Shropshire has lost one of 
whom she had every reason to be proud. Though young 
in years, he was comparatively old in fame, since not 
only his skill as a performer, but his abilities as a com- 
poser, have received the distinction of metropolitan recog- 
nition and appreciation. He derived his first knowledge 
of music from his grandfather, the late Mr. Tomlins, 
whose high talents he inherited ; he afterwards became a 
member of the Royal Academy of Music, and in Septem- 
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ber, 1854, was appointed organist to St. Chad's Church, 
Shrewsbury. In the year 1857, upon the death of Mr. 
George Hay, he was honoured with the additional ap- 
pointment of organist to the Music Hall, soon after 
which he introduced a series of cheap concerts, which 
were increasing in success and popularity when he was 
compelled to abstain from all public performances by a 
sudden illness, that ever afterwards, more or less, inter- 
fered with his professional duties, and which terminated 

iu death. M. Marsohner, composer of the music of the 

" Templar " and the " Vampire," died during the last 
month, at Hanover, aged 66.
